A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews. 

It is the responsibility of the applicant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record in the application file, unless 
the examiner indicates he or she will do so.

In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicants argued that the recorded prior arts do not teach the 
limitations of "an inner circumferential surface of a guide hole of the flow guide being separated from an outer 
circumferential surface of an orifice which is continuous with the bearing of the solid die at a distance of 9-1 5mm" in the 
instant claim 1 (also refer the 132 declaration filed on 4/27/2007). In response, the Examiner pointed out the claimed 
distance range is not in the original disclosouse and it is not proper to pick the claimed range 9 to 15mm form the 
discoused range of 5mm or more as recited in the oriiginal specification. The applicants argued that the "consists of 
language limits the iron, boron, titanium of the prior arts. In response, the Examiner pointed out elements Fe, B, and Ti 
are not essential elements and it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
was made to remove the non-essential elements of Fe or B or Ti from the Al alloy in JP'353 in view of JP'255 with a 
corresponding ommission of functions of Fe,or B, or Ti. The Examiner further noticed the "consist of language is not 
included in the original disclouses. The applicants argued the recorded prior arts do not teach the limtation of "...into a 
hollow product by using a porthole die or a bridge die" in a flow speed ratio in a non-joining section to a joining section 
is controlled at 1.5 or less. In response, the porthole die or bridge die is well known in the art. JP'353 in view of JP'255 
and JP'897 teaches producing hollow Al alloy product. It would have been obvious to apply well known porthole die or 
bridge die technique in the process of JP'353 in view of JP'255 and JP'897. Because the argued ratio of speed is 1 .5 
or less, which includes 1 , this means the condition of no speed change also satisfies the claimed condition. No 
agreement was reached.
